HURTS ONE 


Walter Butts In Hospital 
Following Stage-Mail Truck 
Collision Near El Dorado 


Walter Butts is at Placerville Sani- 
torium under treatment for a_brok- 
en rib, bruises and shock following a 
collision Friday morning shortly after 
eight o’clock between the mail truck 
he was driving and a stage operated by 
the Pierce-Arrow Lines. 

Butts was eastbound with the morn- 
ing mail and the stage was westbound, 
with Del Carpenter at the wheel, when 
the cars came together on a curve a 
short distance east of El Dorado on the 
road between E] Dorado and Diamond 
Springs. 

As soon as word of the crash was 
received in Placerville, Assistant Post- 
master John Nelson went to the scene 
and took charge of the mail, bring- 
ing it to Placerville and distribution 
was completed with only slight delay. 

Force of the impact knocked Butts 
unconscious for several minutes and 
as far as we are able to learn none of 
the passengers on the stage was hurt. 
Among the passengers was the camp 


examined Mr. Butts and upon find- 
ing him unconscious and _ suspecting 
possible injury to his back, advised 
that he be removed to Placerville San- 
itorium in an ambulance. 

The Orelli ambulance was called and 
by the time the start for the hospital 
was made, Mr. Butts had regained 
consciousness and preferred to sit up in 
the ambulance rather than lay upon 
the cot, since he was more comfortable 
in a sitting position. 

Dr. A. A. McKinnon found upon ex- 
amination that one of his ribs had 
been broken and Mr. Butts will be in- 
capacitated for several days.

The private effects of the Americans, 
including jewelry and other articles, 
were removed from their room after a 
vestigation upon the order of the state 
Russian-speaking man moved in.

Im fact 
she strikingly resembles Queen Mary, 
who used to call her ‘‘Bambino.”’’
